reviews. United States Steel com- 
mon closed more than a‘ point 
lower at 114% on total transactions 
of less than 20.900 shares. 

Sugars were sold freely on ad- 
verse trade news, Cuba Cane com- 
mon and preferred and Cuban- 
American Sugar breaking to new 
low levels for the year. Oils de- 
veloped a temporary burst of 
strength despite reperts of in- 
creased crude production, but the 
rally failed to held.

The cause of the Santa Fe train wreck at Sorrento Canyon Tues- 


day night, in which one man was killed and many others injured, re- 
mained a mystery last night as railroad officials prepared to start a 


searching investigation. 


ta Fe, announced the investigation

road has no explanation to offer 
for the wreck at the present. 

“Our first examination of the 
wreck disclosed no reason for the 
occurrence,” he said, “because 
| there wae no obvious cause for the 
wreck, we will have to go into the 
matter fully before we satisfy our- 
selves as to the cause. The inves- 
tigation will include the taking up 
and thorough study of the engine 
And cars that leaped the track.” 

CASUALTY LAST 

That the investigation will be

Revised casualty figures. made

STORY OF DAY’S 
ACID SCAR TOLD 


Jury Hears Husbands Tale 


of Discord Climax 


Fails to 


Confuse Witness. 


Wife's V to be Given 


as Defense Opens 


A haunting face, presenting «a 
handsome contour topped by 
smooth-combed black hair on one 


side, and onthe other, by livid 


patches of scarred skin, sur- 
mounted by an ugly-looking welt 
from whose edges the hair had 
been shaved, went into the minds 
of a jury in the court of Judge 
Carlos Hardy yesterday. Inte the 
records at the same time went 
young Darby Day's story of its ac- 
quisition. He received the scar, 
according to testimony, on the 
night of February 23, last, when 
his wife, Bernice L. Day, threw 
@ quantity of nitric acid upon him. 

“I don’t see how anyone could 
have done it.” he said, “even to 
a dog.” 

STORY STANDS UP 

His story was unshaken during 
a lengthy cross-examination by At- 
torneys Charlies B. Stewart, &r. 
and Jr., for the defense. The tale 
he told wns supplemented by oth- 
er witnesses who testified to the 
purchase of an ounce and a half 
of nitric acia4 by Mra. Day. Jr., at 
6 o'clock the night of the “acid 
bath.” She bought it, according 
to W. J. Bauman, clerk at Sixth 
and Western, with the explana- 
tion that she wanted to remove 
some warts and she signed the 
register in the pharmacy, Bauman 
testified: “K. Lane, 836 South Man- 
hattan.” 

Other witnesses told of ‘Satie 
a broken bottle and nitric acid 
label near the Day home after 
the asserted attack. Henry Satow, 
referred to as “Henry, the Jap,” 
a servant in the Day Bome, drama- 
tized the young husband's story 
in broken Enatish. 

SERIES OF QUARREIS 

A long series of family quarrels 
je | marked the junior Day's marital 
life from the second day of their 
honeymoon, the youth testified. 
The climax, as he told it, was the 
“acid bath.” Mre Day's asserted 
sallies at suicide attempts to 
“worry” him:;an episode in which 
the elder Day ejected a Cuban 
from a hotel room in Havana aft- 
er young Day said he was drugged; 
another in which Day described 
himeelf chasing his wife around 
Beverly Hills clad only in pajamas 
after she assertedly leaped 
through a window after a quar- 
rel, were highlights of marital 
woes that were relat 

Today, a different story will be- 
gin to unfold. The prosecution is 
nearly complete. Defense testi- 
mony will begin and perhaps Mrs. 
Day herself may reach the stand. 

After reaching the point in his 
testimony just preceding the “acid 
bath.” Day described how he and 
his wife got inte an auto to chase 
Carlyn WLondstrom, his sister-in- 
law, whom he said he saw acting 
suspiciously in a car about 200 
feet from the Day home. 

As he braced himeelf te push 
the starter, he declared his wife 


snap 
“Honey!” 


He turned, he sald, at the com- 
mand in her voice. As he did so. 
he stated that he saw her up- 
raised arm ewinging at him and he 


drew back. 


“Then this fluia hit me, all over 
my face,” he testified. “It felt tlke 


hot soup. I seemed te have been 
blinded and groped for Bernice. 
She was gone.” 


After the acid had smeared his 


face, Day said.he recalled that 
throughout his wife's presence in 
the Day home that night, her right 


arm had been concealed at § all 
times under a wrap. Part of that 
time, he said, she had eat on the 


arm of a chair in which he was 
ge with her left arm around 


neck.

The purpose of the bill, as out- 
lined in Receiver Smith's letter, is 
to definitely establish the depths 
at which artesian water can be ob- 
tained in all localities of the des- 
ert. This information would be 
filed in the local land office for the 
benefit of the prvepective home- 
steader. 

Receiver Smith's letter points 
out that the Mojave Desert is ad- 
jacent to a population of about 
2,000,000 people living in San Ber- 
nardino, Riverside, Orange and 
Los Angeles counties, and declares 
that it “is astonisning to consider 
that no especial effort has been 
made to bring under cultivation a 
desert waste that Hes so near a 
populous area.”
